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REPUBLICAN PILOTS ARGUE 
WITH PRESIDENT COOLIDGE 


Tasks Can Be Handled Fast­ 
er and Better At the Regu­ 
lar Term—The President 
Is Non C o m m ita l—The 
Mississippi Flood Problem 
Will 
Have the Priority , 
Senate and House Leaders 
Curtis and Tilson Say . 


President Coolidge barely had en­ 
tered upon his first day ’s duties in 
the ex ecutive office Monday when he 
was* advised of the opposition of Re­ 
publican leaders 
of the 
senate and 
house to a special session of con­ 
gress or of the senate. 
Following their conference 
with 
the president, Senator Charles Cur­ 
tis, of Kansas, Republican leader in 
the senate and Representative John 
Q. Tilson of Connecticut, house lead­ 
er, said they saw no good reason for 
summoning congress ahead of time, 
j 
Representative Tilson, who had dis 
cussed the m atter of an ex tra session 
with the president weeks ago in the 
Black Hills, said with much emphasis 
after the conference that the work of 
congress could be done quicker and 
better at the regular session. 
Senator 
Curtis was 
of the same 
frame of mind. 
Both leaders said 
the president was noncommittal as to 
his attitude. 
Both leaders outlined 
a tentative 
legislative program fdr the session. 
Flood control and flood relief are to 
receive preferred status on the pro­ 
gram, but there is doubt as to how 
soon legislation of a definite nature 
can be prepared. It is believed, how­ 
ever, that emergency flood legislation 
will be enacted during the first* few 
weeks of 
the session. 
Before 
any 
flood-control measure can be drawn 
up, it was pointed out, the report of 
army engineers who have been inves­ 
tigating the flood situation must be 
studied thoroly . 
Other im portant legislation to be 
brought up during the winter includes 
tax reduction 
and probably legisla­ 
tion authorizing 
the building 
of a 
dam in Boulder Cany on, 
and farm 
relief. 
Mr. Tilson said he had heard that 
an effort would be made 
to repass 
the 
McNary -Haugen 
farm 
relief 
measure. 
Ue intimated that irf his 
opinion no 
useful purpose could be 
served by 
passage 
of 
a measure 
which is kno wn to be 
objectionable 
to 
the 
president. 
Administra tio n 
leaders, he said, will endeavor to pass 
a farm relief bill embody ing the idea 
favored by President Coolidge. 
The house leader would not ven­ 


ture a prediction as to how far con­ 
gress would go in reducing tax es. He 
ex plained that so much depends upon 
the behavior of congress in the mat­ 
ter of 
appropriations. 
He said 
he 
had hoped that by proper legislative 
restraint the tax es could be reduced 
$300,000,000, but he refused to make 
definite promises at this time. 
Mr. Tilson 
intimated that 
there 
would have to be pruning of appro- 
j priations if tax es were to be cut ma- 
| terially . When asked to be more spe- 
! cific, he mentioned the war, navy and 
interior departments as departments 
; that will have to 
revise their 
esti­ 
mates 
if tax 
reduction 
is 
to 
be 
brought 
about, but 
he declined 
to 
single out any specific items. 
Other problems pressing for imme­ 
diate attention by the president are 
the appointment of an ambassador to 
Mex ico and a governor-general of the 
'Philippine Islands. 
It is understood 
that the president discussed these ap­ 
pointments 
with 
the congressional 
leaders 
who called 
upon him Mon­ 
day .

any organization, and the state forests 
of Arizona and New Mexico are cared 
for by a joint agreement with thai 
U. S. forest service. Forestry legisla­ 
tion was passed for the first time In' 
Nevada and Utah, hut no organizatio j 
was provided. 
The survey, which is being sent to 
editors and forest ors by Charles La­ 
throp Pack, president of the American 
Tree association, shows the present 
area of state forests to be 8,838,030 j 
acres and that 73,000,000 trees were! 
planted during the year. 
Pennsylvania Leads in Planting. 
States that kept the lead in tree 
planting were Pennsylvania with 27,- 
910,029; New York with 22,000,000 and 
Michigan with 10,000,000.

“The Mississippi river flood has di­ 
rected the attention of the nation as 
nothing else could to the need of pro­ 
viding forests at the headquarters of 
the Mississippi and its tributaries,” 
says Mr. Pack, in announcing the pub- j 
licatlon of tile survey, “This phase of 
flood prevention, while it will not stopj 
floods, will aid In preventing them and j 
is the only one I know of that will ' 
pay dividends in future years.

trees. 
“it Is obvious the American public 
is becoming forest minded. People are 
not only Interested but active in see­ 
ing that our trees, both in tile

Advance in Reforestation. 
“Reforestation has made a notable 
advance during the year. 
The devel­ 
opment of state nurseries and the dis­

York, 
North Carolina, Indiana and New Jer­ 
sey, have resulted in many trees being 
planted.

Many dinner parties with dancing to 
the accompaniment of banjos and 
guitars took place on the Natchez, 
Big Passenger Lists. 
But there was a serious side to the 
life, too. Passengers, sometimes num­ 
bering 500, hid to he looked after as 
well as crew and boat. 
Once she 
brought the Natchez into New Or­ 
leans 
with 
5,500 
bales of 
cotton 
aboard. 
Wrecks 
and 
near 
wrecks 
came into her experience. 
With the demand for more speedy 
transportation and the growing popu­ 
larity of railroads, business slumped 
and the Natchez finally went under 
the auctioneer’s hammer. 
After the 
death of her husband, son of the cap­ 
tain of the first Natchez, Mrs. Leath­ 
ers quit the river. 
She now regards 
the world quietly from the comfort of 
her home. 
But times are not like 
they once were on the great rolling 
Mississippi, she regrets.
